rate from infantile paralysis is on 
the down grade. 
This news, espe­ 
cially cheering now while cases 
throughout the nation are mount­ 
ing, comes from Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company statistics cov­ 
ering one-to-14-year-old children 
insured by that company’s indus­ 
trial department. 
The standardized death rate for 
1945 was less than two per 100.- 
000, whereas in 1911 it was over 
five per 100,000. 
During the 1916 
epidemic it rose to 36.8 and in 
1931, another big polio year, it 
was over six per 100,000. 
Girls have benefitted more than 
boys 
from 
the 
improvement in 
polio mortality among white chil­ 
dren. 
From 
1941 
to 
1945 
the 
death rates for girls were on the 
average half those for boys. 
The saving 
in 
lives 
has been 
greatest 
among 
children 
under 
five years. 
The peak of mortality 
now is at ages five to nine among 
white boys and IO to 14 among 
white girls. 
The improvement in the polio 
death rate is all the more signifi­ 
cant because during the 35-year 
period physicians have increased 
their ability to diagnose the dis­ 
ease and a larger number of cases 
are being correctly reported.

Breeding Troubles W ill 
Be Discussed By 
Farm Expert 


‘Breeding 
troubles of 
dairy 
herds’ will be discussed bv VV. W. 
Snyder research assistant in dairy­ 
ing, Michigan Stain College in the 
dairy program of Annual Farm ers 
Round-U p at Chatham, August 2. 
G. S. M cIntyre, livestock special­ 
ist, explains that one of the major 
problem s in m any herds 
of 
the 
Upper Peninsula is that of breed­ 
ing troubles. Mr. Snyder has hat 
excellent experience in this _ sub­ 
ject rince bis work has been i.> re 
seach with the state artificial in­ 
semination association. 
The dairy program will be held 
immediately 
after 
the 
general 
speaking program at Camp mu* a . 
Mr. M cIntyre says. Visitors inter­ 
ested in dairying can see the herd 
on exhibit 
during 
the 
morning. 
No formal program will be hoi . 
but 
Mr. 
M cIntyre 
and 
I-rank 
Stuer. herdsm an, will be stationed 
in the dairy barn to answer any 
questions about the care, feeding 
and m anagem ent of the herd. Cows 
will be arranged according to sire 
since that will be the easier w ay 
of studying the effects of ihe dif­ 
ferent herd sires as seen in their 
daughters. 
Mr. M cIntyre points out that the 
Chatham herd of registered Hols­ 
teins is unique in that it was sta rt­ 
ed in 1912 with the purchase 
of 
six cow’s. Since that time no 
fe­ 
males have been added. Through 
production testing and selection it 
bas been possible to increase pro­ 
duction to where the herd reeo d 
is more than 400 pounds of fat per 
year average. This record is made 
with tho herd being 
handled 
as 
most farm herds 
are. Cows 
arc 
milked twice daily and 
are 
fed 
pasture hay. grass 
silage, 
home 
grown grain and protein concen­ 
trate. Im proved pasture has been 
one of the m eans 
of 
improving 
production during the summer. 
Attention to disease control has 
been given with the 
dairy herd, 
Mr. M cIntyre says. Annual 
tests 
for tuberculosis 
and 
Bangs* 
d i­ 
sease has placed the herd in the 
accredited column for a 
num ber 
o f years. Regular tests for masti­ 
tis have also been carried out the 
past ten or more years. Outbreaks 
of this trouble have 
occurred 
in 
recent 
years, 
allowing 
control 
m easures to be tried. 
The 
latest 
method is the use of penicillin u n ­ 
der the direction of Dr. F. K. H an­ 
sen, deputy state veterinarian 
of 
M arquette, who has charge of the 
health of the herd. 
Some 
favor­ 
able results have 
been 
obtained 
with penicillin.
